A four-cents-a-gallon subsidy for 
Georgia milk producers and pro- 


nounced by Alton Cogdell, direc- 
tor of the state milk control board, 
who said the payments authorized 
constitute the first relief from high | 
production costs available 
Georgians.

Cogdell said a recent survey of | 
production costs in Georgia show- 
ed that labor and food increased 
100 per cent over the same time 
for 1942. He added that the four 
cents a gallon subsidy will not 
affect the retail price of milk, but 
that it will give some relief to 
producers. 

“We do not think the four cents 
a gallon is what producers are en- 
titled to,” Cogdell said, “but it will 
help. We are asking help of OPA 
and are confident that we will get 
some relief. This is a matter in

Dairymen were warned to keep 
accurate records of production 
costs because forms must be filled 
out and filed to obtain payments. 

Cogdell had no estimate of the 
number of producers entitled to 
the subsidy or the number of gal- 
lons produced daily in the state. 
He said that many dairymen have 
gone out of business poecause of 
the advancing cost of production 
and. the fact that ceilings nave 
been placed.on retail prices. He 
said another factor in the retire- 
ment of many dairymen has been 
the fact that cows are bringing 
good prices for beef. 

“The four-cents-a-gallon sub- 
sidy will not answer the problem 
but it is a step in the right direc- 
tion,” Cogdell said. “We are con- 
fident that something sudstantial 
will be done for the producer be- 
fore long. If the milk supply is sot 
curtailed, something must be 
done.”

Text of Communique. 


The communique said: 

“Strong formations of VU. S. 
Eighth air force Flying Fortresses | 
attacked a non-ferrous metal plant 
at Duren, in western Germany, 
and the Gilze-Rijen airfield in 
Holland today. 


“The heavy bombers, which 
were escorted by Thunderbolts 
and supported by RAF, Dominion 
and Allied Spitfires, destroyed two 
enemy aircraft, while Thunder- 
bolts destroyed six and three Spit- 
fires. 

“Spitfires engaged in supporting 
sveeps. 

“From these operations, 
bombers are missing.” 

The operations, abetted by re- 
inforced fighter support, were the 
seventh major offensive action of 
the U. S. Army air force of the 
month from British bases. 

It was the first time that the 
small Ruhr city of Duren was at- 
tacked. 

An indication that the RAF 
meant to keep up the newly 
started pace, which ended a six- 
day lull in offensive air activity, 
came tonight as several Danish 
and German radio stations signed 
off abruptly. 

Earlier Action. 


The Gilze-Rijen airfield east of 
Flushing last was attacked by 
U. S. heavy bombers August 19 in 
a raid also aimed at Flushing. 

Formidable Spitfire forces ear-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 18.—(#)— 


Under the soldiers’ and _ sailors’ 
civil relief act and the national 
service life insurance act, a mem- 
ber of Uncle Sam’s armed forces 
may carry as high as $20,000 in 
life insurance at an average cost 
of about $7 a month during his 
period of service. 

The $7 monthly represents what 
he pays for his service insurance, 
which he may purchase up to 
~ $10,000. 

It costs him nothing during his 


service period to carry $10,000 of | 
his own private insurance, but he. 


must arrange to catch up on past- 
due premium payments, 
within two years after his dis- 
charge. 
U. S. Protects Insurance. 

Recognizing that many service 
men must come from the so-call- 
ed middle class which normally 
carries a sizable amount of private 


hfe insurance, congress wrote into | 


the civil relief act a provision un- 
der which the government pro- 
tects this insurance up to $10,000. 

In weturn for a federal guaran- 
tee of premium payments, life in- 
surance companies are required, 
in certain cases, to forego their 
power to cancel policies held by 
service men on account of non- 
payment of premiums accruing 
during the period of service. 

The policy remains in effect and 
the service man is given two years 
after his discharge to repay the 
premiums or enough of them to 
prevent the loan or cash value of 
the policy from dropping below 
the amount of premium payments |

Failure of the insured to restore 
the policy to good standing with- 
in the required time, or to reach 
some agreement with. the insuror, 
‘may result in termination of the 
policy, with the government pay- 
ing the insurance company the 
difference between the amount 
guaranteed and the cash surrender 
value. The service man _ then 
would owe the government for the 
amount paid. 

To be eligible for protection un- 
der the act, a policy must be on 
the level premium, endowment, or 
legal reserve plan or in the nature 
of life insurance arising out of 
membership in a fraternal or bene- 
ficial organization. A premium 
must have been paid before Oc- 
tober 6, 1942, or not less than 30 
days before the date the insured 
entered the military service. 

A policy is entitled to protec- 
tion regardless of the amount of 
loan that may be against it, but 
cannot be protected if it contains 
a provision excluding or restrict- 
ing liability for death arising 
from military service. 

Assignee Powerless. 


Except by a court order or by 
consent of the insured, no assignee 
of a policy (except the insurer 
in connection with a policy loan) 
may exercise any right or option 
by virtue of the: assignment. 

The law does not prevent a 
man from carrying more than 
$10,000 of private life insurance, 
but the government will guaran- 
tee premium payments for only | 
that amount. 

The act does not protect prem- 
ium payments on national service | 


life insurance issued by the gov- | 


ernment. However, the premium 
‘rates on this insurance are _ low. | 
The cost for $10,000 (the maxi- 
'mum allowable) of five-year level | 
premium term insurance for a 


person at age 25 being $6.70 per | 


month. At age 30 the cost is $7.10, | 
and at 45 the charge is $9.90. 


120-Day Limit. 


Government insurance may be |

Ben Bernie, ‘the Old Maestro,’ 
Succumbs at Beverly Hills 


BEVERLY HILLS, Cal. Oct. 20. 
| (?)—Ben Bernie, who came, up 
|from the poverty of New York’s 
| East Side to help set a new style 
'in radio entertainment, and picked 
up a sizeable fortune, died today. 
| The 52-year-old Bernie’s ailing 
‘heart, further weakened by more 
'than eight months of desperate 
‘illness, finally yielding at 8:50 a. 
_m., removing from the entertain- 
'ment world the bandmaster whose 

cheerful ‘“‘Yowsah, Yowsah” for 
years had echoed along the na- 
tion’s air lanes. 

The determination which en- 
abled Bernie to travel his many- 
| obstacled pathway to success con- 
| tributed largely to his death, said 
his  brother-manager, Herman. 
Bernie was stricken with pleurisy 
in Chicago last February and de- 
spite his physician’s exhortations 
to stay in bed. insisted on coming 
west to fulfll a series of engage- 
ments in war plants. 

He suffered a relapse almost at 
once and for 11 weeks was able 
to leave an oxygen tent only at 
intervals. 

In April he made a strong re- 
covery but five days ago he suf- 
fered a second relapse. At his bed- 
side at the end were Mrs. Bernie, 
his soldier son, Jason, 22: Herman 
Bernie and the latter’s wife. 

Bernie was one of the first ra- 
dio entertainers to josh his spon- 
sor’s product, a practice now wide- 
ly employed.

| “We were so poor,” he would 
say, “that I still look upon fruit 
‘as a luxury.”

Delay for Dads 
Wins Approval 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—(P)— 
The House Military Committee 
approved legislation today which 
would require selective service to 
scrape the manpower barrel clean 
throughout the country before 
drafting any father who was mar- 
ried before Pearl Harbor. 

The measure is a revision of a 
senate bill to cushion the drafting 
of fathers which began generally 
October 1. It incorporates most 
of the features of a bill by Repre- 
sentative Kilday, Democrat, of 
Texas, which passed the house 
last spring but was shelved by the 
senate when selective service pro- 
tested that it would be impossible 
to administer. 

The idea of the original Kilday 
bill was that no local board should 
draft a-father if any other board 
within the same state could call 
single men. The measure ap- 
proved today would apply that 
Same principle. 

The fathers, however, would 
have cnly deferment priorities. A 
father whose work was not essen- 
tial to the war effort, for instance, 
might be called before a non- 
father whose work was vital to 
war production. The legislation 
is aimed, however, at assuring 
that all nonfathers throughout 
the country with no more claim 
to occupational deferment than 
the fathers would be called first. 

House leaders said the bill prob- 
ably would be brought to the floor 
next Wednesday. 

The measure which the house 
committee rewrote was the Bailey- 
Clark bill approved by the senate 
on October 6.

Yugoslavian Groups 
May Join in Defense 


By A. I. GOLDBERG. 

LONDON, Oct. 20.—(AP)—General Draja Mihailovic, in 
his first public statement in months, replied to critics today 
with a declaration that his army is now ready “to vanquish 
the common enemy” and that the unity of his country is 
“being sealed by the common struggle against the hated 


heralded, through ambushes, 
skirmishes and sabotage of enemy 
communications to isolate enemy 
forces, including large numbers of 
Bulgarians. | 

With the main rail line between 
Belgrade and Sarajevo cut at 
Chatchak and in several places in 
the Ouzice-Vichegrad area these 
officials said that Serbia and Bos- 
nia virtually will be cut off from 
each other when .snowfalls render 
nearly all the mountain passes un- 
usable. These officials said that 
Mihailovic’s units are continuing 
the struggle in Bosnia and Herce- 
govina and claim to hold the 
greater part of Montenegro. 

The Partisan victory, announced 
in a communique broadcast by 
the Free Yugoslav radio, consisted 
in smashing a German sea-borne 
attempt to land troops against the 
Peljesac peninsula, which juts 
northwestward into the Adriatic 
between Split and Dubrovnik, and 
against the islands of Hvar and 
Mijet, which guard the approaches 
to these ports. 

Prolonged fighting is continuing, 
however, between Travnik and 
Sarajev, 50 miles to the southeast. 

The French radio at Algiers 
broadcast an Istanbul report to- 
night that mutiny had broken out 
among some German troops in the 
Balkans. The men were said to 
have declined to obey commands 
and in some cases to have killed 
their officers. 

The statement of General Mi- 
hailovic came one day after his 
aides in Cairo reported the first 
activity by his army in months—a 
drive against the Germans by 
100,000 Yugoslav soldiers toward 
the great loop of the Danube.

“Under the slogan of ‘equality 
of regulation,’ congress was per- 
suaded to adopt legislation which 
placed waterways and highways 
under the jurisdiction of the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

“... Private rate bureaus were 
developed by motor and water 
carriers. . . once competing forms 
of transportation were organized 
into private rate conferences, 
agreements and conspiracies were 
easily promoted. Through conspir- 
acies between motor and rail car- 
rier conferences, motor-carrier 
rates have been raised to the level 
of rail rates. 

“Not satisfied with eliminating 
competition in surface transporta- 
tion, the railroads have even ex- 
tended their control to the air- 
ways to prevent any competition 
from the carriage of air cargo. 
Through an exclusive contract be- 
tween Railway Express Agency 
(which is owned by the railroads 
of the country) and the domestic 
air lines, air express rates have 
been maintained far above the 
competitive level and the move- 
ment of cargo by air has been ef- 
fectively retarded.” 

Western Agreement. 

Wallace spoke of “the so-called 
western agreement, which was re- 
cently exposed by the anti-trust 
division of the Department of Jus- 
tice in testimony before the Sen- 
ate Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce. Thirty-five railroads op- 
erating west of the Mississippi 
river adhered to the western 
agreement. The basic purpose 
was to ‘avoid practices which will 
dissipate railroad earnings in the 
western district.’

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

ter fighting along the Song river 
north of Finschhafen, New Guin-

Inland to the northwest, Aus- 
tralians moving up the Ramu val- 
ley against Madang have extend- 
ed their grip. In a series of patrol 
clashes between October 12 and 
October 17, these Aussies killed 
72 Japanese. 


The enemy apparently concen- 
trated his strength in the jungle 
at Sattelberg mission after Fisch- 
hafen’s fall.

British Poor 
Eating Better, 
Rich, Thinner 


PITTSBURGH, Oct. 20.—(4)— 
Dr. V..P. Sydenstricker, Augusta, 
Ga., professor of medicine at the 
University of Georgia, says that 
in Great Britain, under a strict 
rationing program, the poor are 
eating better but the rich are get- 
ting thinner. 

Speaking before the American 
Dietetic Association here yester-. 
day, Dr. Sydenstricker asserted 
that “for all practical purposes 
the ration has leveled the diet.’ 
His report was based on a survey 
he made some time ago of the ef 
fect of rationing on 5,000 civilians 
in various parts of Britain. 


“The rich certainly eat less,” 
Dr. Sydenstricker said, adding 
that “the poor eat more of the 
foods essential to good nutrition— 
but for a. . majority of the 
people, the diet is incredibly mo- 
notonous. 


“There seems to have been a' 


general slight loss of weight among 
the well-to-do, but against evi- 
dence of improvement in the nu 


trition of the working class. Ex: | 
treme poverty is almost nonexist | 


ent and food habits are good.” 


He said Britain’s wartime diet | 
is ample in calories but low in| 


animal protein and fats. However, 
the Georgian declared, “the people 
look well and seem well fed, nor 
are there any clinical evidences of 
deficiency disease.”

to find out how they feel, walk 
past the mirror for a couple of 
critical glances, and maybe pay 
for a pair of shoes that will give 
you corns, bunions and back- 
ache. 

Never go by the old size. It 
may have been wrong. Or, with 
all this wartime walking, your 
feet may have graduated to a size 
larger—probably the one _ you 
should have been taking all along. 
Stand up and have _ your foot 
measured, Then, if you want 
some free advice from a _ high- 
priced expert, put on both shoes 
and stand and walk about in 
them for at least 30 minutes, By 
then you have a fairly accurate 
idea of whether you are getting 
value received for your stamp and 
cash. 

You should be on your toes 
while buying; but not pitched for- 
ward on your toes for any amount 
of standing or walking. If you 
stand or walk for long hours, you 
need a good, solid heel base. Spike 
heels throw you off balance and 


put too much strain on your foot, 
leg and back muscles. 

Not knowing how to stand and 
walk is another foot trouble-mak- 
er. In doing either, point your 


carried toward the outer border. 
The habit of toeing out weakens 
your arches and thickens your an- 
kles. In the WAC field training 
manual, there is a section headed 
“Armies Move on Their Feet,” 
which defines proper foot posture 
and gives some other valuable 
tips on foot fitness. The ankle 
bone should be squarely over the 
foot, so that the arch is plainly 
visible, weight carried on the 
outer borders. 

And here is some special Army 
footwork for you: Sit on the floor 
with soles of feet together, heels 
and little toes on floor. Grasp 
the ankles and keep the back 
straight as you separate the balls 
of the feet as widely as possible, 
without letting heels and _ little 
toes come off the floor. Return 
to starting position and pull heels 
widely apart, keeping balls of feet 
together. Alternate the two move- 
ments. 


Prevent Mildew 


Mildew is a parasitic fungus 
that sometime or another annoys 
most housekeepers. The soiled 
clothes hamper is a place favored 
for attack by this parasite, but 
shoes, books, leather jackets, lug- 
gage, trunks stored in the base- 
ment, all are subject to the rav- 
ages of mildew. Mildew spreads 
quickly and it plays havoc with 
fabrics and book bindings if it is 
allowed to remain. There is a 
product, born of military needs, 
to protect leather and fabrics in 
damp climates, which is now avail- 
able to civilians.

Another large army 1s now threatened with 
encirclement in the main bend of the Dneiper 
river, where deep-striking Russians have cut 
the main escape railway to the west. 

Thus at any time the world may hear of 


fresh disaster to German arms comparable to, 


or exceeding, their losses at Stalingrad, where 
400,000 were trapped and exterminated or cap- 
tured. And, in the final analysis, while it is 
important to regain territory, as the advancing 
Soviet armies have, it is even more important 
to destroy German armies and their equipment. 

The Russian successes in recent months 
fully warrant the decision, announced at Wash- 
ington on Tuesday, to increase the amount of 
lend-lease aid to the Russians, from both 
America and Great Britain and, at the same 
time, to establish a permanent military mission 
in Moscow. 

Of course the increase in lend-lease is 
chiefly the result of better shipping conditions 
following upon surrender of the Italian fleet 
and Allied control of the Mediterranean. By 
shortening routes to the east that has not 
only opened the way to Russian ports but has 
provided much greater shipping space. It Is 
simple good strategy to use that shipping, 
without crippling other arenas of war, to send 
all we can to Russian armies which are daily 
getting into better position for the knockout 
blow which must, eventually, come. 

Russian success on the one hand and the 
increased aid we are to send should both go 
far to make the conference in Moscow between 
Hull, of the United States; Eden, of Britain, 
and Molotov, of Russia, successful. It creates 
an atmosphere of co-operation, of optimism 
for the opening of the all-important conference 
between high representatives of the three 


powers directly engaged in the fight against 
Germany.

Every Little Bit Helps 

“Great oaks from little acorns grow,” ac- 
cording to the ancient adage, and likewise great 
can be made to grow from a small 
amount of seed. A. L. Stewart, a farmer of the 
Thomasville, Georgia, area, proved that to his 
Satisfaction this summer. 

Braving the weather, insects, market trends 
and any other impediments to success in farm- 
ing activities, he invested ten dollars in squash 
seed, planted slightly less than four acres, and 
found he had $1.25° worth left over for which 
he received a refund. 

Then he cultivated his crop carefully, kept 
down ravages of the bugs and, blessed with 
favorable weather, harvested a crop sixty days 
after planting that brought him an average of 
nearly $100 for every dollar’s worth of seed 
planted. 

This. is an outstanding instance of what 
progressive Georgia farmers are doing in pro- 
Viding the numerous farmer markets with 


crops

Georgia-produced articles of food, thereby sup- 
plementing their incomes from main crops, 
and gradually raising Georgia to its proper 
status as one of the leading apricultural states 
of the nation.

Of the Same Opinion Still 

Many months ago, when the proposal was 
first advanced that the federal government 
pay for newspaper advertising space used to 
promote the sale of War Bonds and. for other 
purposes, The Constitution editorially went on 
record as opposed to the plan. 

Now that the proposal has reached the stage 
of senate committee deliberation, The Consti- 
tution is still opposed to it. 

Regardless of protestations to the contrary, 
it is evident that such a plan would open the 
door to possible subsidy of the press by the 
government in power, which would mean tragic 
abridgement of that right of free press which 
is the rock foundation of Américan liberty. 
That right of free press belongs to the people, 
and it is the duty of the newspapers to protect 
it, on behalf of the people. 

In opposing this plan, The Constitution is 
primarily championing the cause of the small- 
er newspapers, the weeklies and small dailies. 
For it is these, many of them not too strong 
financially, which could easily come to depend, 
in largest measure, on government-paid adver- 
tising for their continued existence. Which 
would mean sore temptation to prostitute their 
editorial and news columns under threat, 
spoken or implied, of withdrawal of govern- 
ment advertising from them. 

Nor is it far fetched to foresee such use of 
government advertising as an economic club 
to keep newspapers in line. There is no safe- 
guard which can be placed around the distribu- 
tion of such advertising largesse which can 
remove it from control of politicians. And, 
while the majority of officials would, in all 
probability, be too honest to stoop to such 
actions, nevertheless there will always be 
some who would not hesitate to attempt such 
coercion in order to maintain themselves in 
office. 

The press of the nation is today giving, 
cheerfully, space beyond computation as to 
value, to every war cause. 
history of America has ever received the 
amount of publicity and display advertising, 
free, which has been gladly donated to the 
cause of War Bond sales. That publicity will 
continue. : 

The freedom of the press, which must be 
jealously guarded if all American freedoms are 
to remain, must never be placed in jeopardy, 
either immediate or remote. The use of govern- 
ment money to buy advertising space would, 
beyond question, imperil that basic freedom.

Crops in Bulloch 

While typical of many other Georgia coun- 
ties, the statistics on the 1943 crop year in 
Bulloch county present some interesting, and 
highly encouraging, revelations on the trends 
of agriculture in this state. 

Bulloch was at one time devoted, almost 
exclusively, to the production of cotton. This 


' year, however, hogs have taken the top place 


in money crops there, with tobacco in second 
place and cotton no better than third. 

Nonetheless, the cotton record is itself 
remarkable. In 1942 the county planted cotton 
on 30,000 acres. For 1943 this acreage was cut 
to 20,000, but the yield will run to better than 
17,000 bales, compared to a 13,000-bale produc- 
tion one year ago. 

Other money crops in Bulloch, in order of 
1943 totals, are peanuts in fourth place; cattle, 
fifth; pecans, sixth, and truck crops, seventh. 

And, to finish the report, the money de- 
rived from all these products is paying off hun- 
dreds of mortgages on Bulloch county farms, 
paying other debts, buying War Bonds and, 
in so far as wartime supplies permit, sina tons 
new equipment for the farms, 

All in all it has been a splendid year in 
Bulloch county, and the moral is plain. Diver- 
sffication of crops is the road to farm pros- 
perity in modern Georgia.

WASHINGTON PARADE

“PLOWMAN’S FOLLY” WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—As a side- 


light on the war and its demands for 
greatly increased food production, some of our agricultural colleges 
and experiment stations might do well to consider a revolutionary 
new anand in land cultivation set forth in a book off the Okla- 
a accommmmatbeeniinennemmesenn homa University Press by Edward H. Faulkner. 

If the book is all that is claimed for it by 
some of the reviews, and receives the right 
attention in the proper quarters, it may have 
a profound effect on the human race. 

In “Plowman’s Folly” the author devotes 
160 pages to the development of an idea which 
seems to represent some of the most advanced 
thinking and experimentation that has been 
conducted in the field of agriculture for a 
period of a hundred years or more. 

Mr. Faulkner in his book makes a villain 
of the moldboard plow, first developed crudely 
in England some 200 years ago. It is de- 
signed to cut deeply into the earth’s soil and 
turn over the top surface as it goes along, ex- 

posing the under layer to the air and sun. 

Prior to its invention, farmers had used a mattock or some other 
implement in slow, back-breaking labor. 

After a long period of study and experimentation, the author 
presents the thesis that the moldboard type of plow is the least 
satisfactory instrument that could be used in the preparation of land 
for cultivation purposes. All of this deep plowing, he believes, is 
a great mistake. He insists that there is no excuse for it, except 
as an article of the farmer’s faith, much as the high tariff used 
to be a part of Republican political philosophy. 


ROBS EARTH’S VITALITY Plowing, Mr. Faulkner contends, 


robs the earth of the rich nutri- 
tion value contained in decayed vegetable matter that lies buried 
in the shallow top surface of the earth. He claims that it also robs 
the earth of the spongy layer of organic matter which lies on the 
surface and absorbs the rainfall, and which, therefore, prevents the 
wasting of the soil by erosion. 

The New York News expounds the Faulkner theory in these 
words: 

“The seedling plant needs moisture and nutrition primarily. 
The nutrition, with minerals predigested, is drawn from the decay- 
ing vegetable matter which grew where the seedling now grows, 
and the moisture is drawn from the ground, supplied by the natural 
capillary action of the earth. 

“Plowing buries the organic matter in the earth so deeply that 
the seedling roots cannot reach it, and the organic matter, further, 
forms a layer under the surface which interrupts the capillary 
action. In effect, then, plowing, with the moldboard plow, is a 
disturbance of the function of nature.” 

To support his contention that plants will grow well enough 
without any assistance from man, Mr. Faulkner cites the giant 
Sequoias of California and the weeds that thrive along the fence 


lines of plowed fields. 
ONLY HARROW USED _iIn iieu of the extensive cultiva- 
tion methods now used, he has 
developed a system which calls for the minimum amount of aid to 
the seedling plant. It involves the use of practically no other 
machinery except the disk harrow. With the harrow he cuts into 
the top soil the cover layer of vegetation—grass and weeds or a 
stand of some crop planted for that purpose. After mixing this 
trash or crop residue into the top layer of the earth, the seeds or 
seedlings are planted without further ado. 

One of the experiments enumerated in the book tells how an 
acre of tomatoes was planted in one day by the author, assisted 
by his daughter and an ll-year-old son. The field was first run 
over with a harrow, then by a pair of wagon wheels with lugs on 
the rims, which left indentations in the earth. A seedling root was 
placed by the boy in each indentation, after which Mr. Faulkner 
would drop a handful of near-by soil over the root, tamping it down 
gently. 

The unplowed field yielded an astonishing crop of fat, succulent 
tomatoes which is said to have left skeptics speechless. A number 
of other equally striking examples were cited. 

Whether there is anything or not to the Faulkner inten: it is 
for the agricultural experts to decide. In theory it seems to offer 
a plausible thesis and the claimed results are astounding enough, 
it seems, to warrant the fullest experimentation. 


PRODUCTION PER ACRE Pointing out that the United 
States, through the vast employ: 


ment of machines, already has the highest agricultural production 
in the world, per man, the author of the little book says that our 
aim in the future should be the greatest production per acre. It 
is possible to attain this, he believes, by abandoning the plow for 
the harrow. 

If the Faulkner theory is found to hold water, it may eventually 
emerge as the greatest contribution made ‘to the science of agri- 
culture in more than a hundred years. Let the agricultural colleges 


pick up from here on.

But the sense of this being 
“my” city, of truly belonging, is 
not a thing acquired quickly and 
in full bloom at once. It comes 
by degrees. 

And the experience which pro- 
vided the thought for this column 
came only this week. 


How It 
Happened. 


I was walking on Forsyth street, 
going north, between Marietta 
and the old post office. Why the 
feeling should have come right 
there, instead of at any other spot 
in the city, can’t be explained. 

But, suddenly, a wave of “home 
feeling” came over me. It was a 
combination of conscious thought

and involuntary emotion. Put into

FAIR ENOUGH

After NEW YORK, Oct. 20. 

It has taken more 
8 Years than eight years, since 

the passage of the 
Wagner act, to re-establish the 
right of an employer, whether the 
corner grocer or a soulless cor- 
poration, to speak to his clerk or 
address the whole staff, on a topic 
which was forbidden by the La- 
bor Relations Board. This has 


been done by a decision of the 
supreme court refusing to review 
a decision of the second circuit 
court of appeals which exonerated 
the American Tube Bending Com- 
pany of unfair labor practice in 
expressing to its employes the 
company’s views that they should 
not vote to bargain through a cer- 
tain union. 

Soon after the Wagner act be- 
came law, and at a time when 
the board and its staff were in- 
fested with Communists and fel- 
low travelers of brash and arro- 
gant disposition, the board took 
the position that the employer's 
freedom of speech was abridged. 
This was the party line of the New 
Deal government, too, for. the 
whole personnel in charge of the 
Wagner act was selected delib- 
erately and with great care to im- 
part to the administration of the 
law the devious and coersive man- 
ners and twists of thought which 
Mussolini had employed in his 
early days to persuade the Ital- 
ian workers that he stood as their 
friend against the bosses. That 
the New Deal, by these means, 
was planning to deliver the work- 
ers into the power of its political 
subsidiaries, the unions, which 
would persecute them with a 
cruelty unsurpassed by any em- 
ployer in the past, was not appar- 
ent to the people at the time even 
though it was pointed »ut in the 
debate on the Wagner act that the 
provision against coercion point- 
edly exempted union agents and 
man-hunters, many of them work- 
ing on a commission basis. As 
time passed, however, and as the 
actual practices of most of the 
unions were revealed, the citizens 
slowly became aware of the trap 
that had been set for them dis- 
guised as a safe and prosperous 
haven. 


The administrative 


Yielded personnel and man- 
ners of the Wagner 


Slowly act have changed 


markedly since a _ congressional 
investigation disclosed some of 
the more outrageous, dishonest 
and totalitarian practices of the 
early days. However, the old, 
original idea yields doggedly, for 
the Labor Relations Board still in- 
sisted in the current case the em- 
ployer could not speak freely, in 
accordance with the constitution, 
because the workers were de- 
pendent on the company for their 
jobs and were under compulsion 
to listen to its arguments even 
though they might have preferred 
not to. 

Meanwhile, many workers have 
learned that they do not enjoy 
freedom of speech in union coun- 
cils but may be expelled for dis- 
respect for the ruling unioneers 
and that they are under absolute 
compulsion to listen to the union 
boss and obey him. That, how- 
ever, is in accordance with the 
New Deal plan of “labor relations” 
and all proposals that these im- 
positions be corrected by law 
have been resisted, most recently 
by Wendell Willkie. 

In the early days of the Wagner 
act one employer in New York 
was threatened with a citation for 
coercion because he had availed 
himself of the freedom of the 
press and of the United States 
mails to send to his employes 
copies of a newspaper article dis- 
cussing certain union practices. 
And the labor board’s interpreta- 
tion of the word “coercion” was 
such that an employer was for- 
bidden even to inform his em- 
ployes or express his opinion that 
the union organizer was a com- 
munist and thus a traitor or a 
gangster with a criminal record. 


This redemption 
Freedom of one of the basic 


Redeemed American free- 
doms which the 


New Deal-Communist Axis would 
have impaired was won not by any 
“liberal” individual or group but 
by a soulless corporation. Mean- 
while, however, thousands of 
Americans, lacking the money and 
the initiative to fight as this cor- 
poration did, waived this freedom. 

I doubt that the same supreme 
court would have made the same 
decision four or five years ago. 
In those years, however, the sub- 
tle perfidy of the Wagner act and 
its hidden European political de- 
sign have been convincingly dis- 
closed and public opion has grad- 
ually turned against it. The peo- 
ple may take credit for an assist 
on this play but five years ago 
they might have listened to an ar- 
gument that it is possible to 
abridge the American’s freedom 
of speech without impairing’ the 
same right of yee the rest.

velop in a Cage 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


No doubt you read about the 12-year-old German boy who came 
to live with New York relatives some time before Pearl Harbor 
and astonished and dumfounded everybody by his passionate loy- 
alty to Hitler and his love of Nazi doctrine and discipline. 

If the kid isn’t a little Prussian, with an inbred delight in being 
regimented, but has a normal capacity for independence, he may 
be saved in the free air of America if he is taught the truth. 

Hitler believes in freedom, as Americans do, but only for Hitler. 
Goering, Himmler and the Prussian generals believe in freedom of 
opinion and action, but only for themselves. And there are Ameri- 
cans who think they believe in freedom, but would deny it to all 
who disagree with them. Every rabid reformer is of this type. 

In Germany there are people who believe in justice, equality 
and freedom for everybody, though most of those who survive-are 
in concentration camps unless they have carefully concealed their 
convictidns. And in America there are timid people, without setf- 
confidence or independence of spirit, who dread responsibility and 
are confused and helpless without a leader to think for them. 

It is conceded, also, that America has its faults. Most of us 
take advantage of freedom, and many abuse it. We ignore “Little 
laws” that we do not approve. Laws that interfere with us in any 
way are considered meddlesome. We are the most lawless of all 
civilized nations. We often scorn and ridicule those who govern us. 

These are serious faults. Yet the fact remains’ that freedom 
has made this the richest, greatest and happiest of nations. 

Whereas Germans prefer being disciplined and regimented, and 
feei most secure as cogs in a machine, each controlled by the cog 
above him and in turn controlling the one below, Americans hate 
restraint and “‘bossing” and take for granted their natural right 
to do as they please in complete independence. 

It is the feeling of freedom and the self-respect born of equality 
that gives the American his self-reliance and initiative. It is a state 
of mind known only to the free-born, and it makes every man a 
fuehrer, with power limited only by his own Capacities.

“This stalling and appointing of 
a second emergency board has 
demolished the railway labor act 
and made the processes and pro- 
cedure thereunder for the settle- 
ment of wage disputes a farce.”

For instance, to present a man 
here for robbing a bank to a man 
here for stealing a pig would be 
a grave case of lese majeste*.” 

(He foot-noted thus: Latin for) 
“not very smart.) 


“Sometimes it is desirable to ac- 
company an introduction with 
some little identifying comment, 
something in this fashion: ‘Mr. 
Jones, I’d be delighted to have 
you meet Mr. Smith who’s still got 
them cussing down at the First | 
National,’ or ‘Mr. Green, shake | 
hands with Mr. Brown. Mr.| 
Brown was responsible for that. 
brilliant series of bankruptcy sales 
in the Baltimore area last win- 
ter.’”

“Such conversational gambits 
are distinctly in bad taste and 
might easily lead to one’s getting 
a handful of knuckles in one’s T- 
zone.

More than 2,000 swimming and 
life saving certificates were issued 
to men of the Navy V-12 school at 
Emory University this week by 
the Atlanta chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross. #tephen R. Styron, 
chairman of the Red Cross water 
safety committee, made the an- 
nouncement. 

Ed Shea, of the Emory athletic 
department, who is also a Red 
Cross water safety instructor, was 
in charge of the training, with 
Thomas Witherell, chief specialist, 
U. S. Naval Reserve, assisting. 

The training included instruc- 
tion in “water-proofing” as well as 
skills in swimming, both required 
parts of the V-12 Navy program. 
Navy and American Red Cross 
requirements were met in the 
courses. 

Before completing the training 
in functional swimming, a course 
especially devised for the armed 
forces by American Red Cross, the 
following requirements were met 
by the students: 1. A 200-yard con- 
tinuous swim, fully clothed, em- 
ploying breast stroke or side 
stroke; 2. remained afloat, fully 
clothed, in deep water for 10 min- 
utes without interruption, by 
swimming, floating and treading 
water; 3. 50-yard swim on back, 
fully clothed; 4. plunge and un- 
derwater swim, fully clothed, for 
15 yards; 5. disrobed in deep wa- 
ter and remained afloat for five 
minutes; 6. made a 20-yard carry 
of person of equal weight, both 
rescuer and victim fully clothed. 

Certificates were issued to be- 
ginners, intermediates and ad- 
vanced swimmers as well as for 
senior life saving and functional 
swimming.
